In New York the highest tempera- 


ture ' was 95, and Philadelphia report- 
ed a slightly higher maximum range. 


'While the, death roll of yesterday 


was twenty-six, that of today reached 
the appalling 
total 
of seventy-five, 


being nearly half of those prostrated. 
This was almost entirely due to the 
collapse of, ypj/'ig children and aged 
people.

Correspondent Tells What Should 


Be Done to Insure Better 


Teachers in Nevada 


Editor Journal — • 
. 
' ' , . • - 


For many years past, Nevada has 


ranked • among- the foremost states in 


• respect to educational pursuits. 
No 
state in the union has better schools 
than has Nevada ; no. state has, pro- 


' portional to Its populartion a greater 


number of. public schools/; no s'tate 
pays better, salaries to Its teachers;' rip 
state- has had, I. might .say tetter teach- 
ers than has our schools. 


But will this continue, to be true? 


"Will we always have adept teachers; 
for our schools? 'I have noticed that 
for several years past, that 'the num- 
ber of graduates from the Normal De- 
partment of our University is stead- 
ily •decreasing' and that, graduates from 
the common schools have been taking 
their places as teachers. Why Is this 
so? 
Because for several years past 


the requirements for graduating frbrh 
this department, have been, : advanced. 
A student must needs be more pro- 
ficient in the studies of this course, and 
also must take up studies that, hereto- 
fore, were considered . unnecessary for 
a teacher's career. Hhis Is a great im- 
provement in an educational way, but 
has a bad effect upon our school — par- 
ticularly -upon our 
smaller^' country 


schools, some of which have been un- 
supplied with teachers from term, to 
term. 
There are several reasons for this, 


first, a student does- not want to spend 
four years in taking up a course in 
which a great many studies are taught 
which he will never be called upon to 
use again, while, in the same time he 
(or she more frequently is the case in 
Nevada) may study some other branch 
more to his liking and at the end' of 
the same time receive a degree which 
is looked upon with more favor than 
that received by a teacher. Thus few- 
er students take this course, and conse.,- 
quently we have fewer teacners, who 
are really capable of fulfilling these 
positions. 
Again, a young man or young lady, 


after having taken such a course does 
not feel inclined to accept a position 
in a small country school where there 
is little opportunity for advancement; 
Then he changes his or her plans and 
starts out on another road in order 
to earn a livelihood. More students 
-would be willing to take the Normal 
course if they had. any prospects of ad- 
vancing in. their chosen vocation. But 
when they stop and consider .,that they 
must have what is regularly called a 
"pull" in order for this advancement, 
they lose their ambition foi: a peJ- 
a gogical education and spend their 
time In some other way — often in idle- 
ness. 


In th°se days of progress and civil- 


iation, it is disgraceful and: shameful 
for men, who have been .elected as 
trustees ot" our public schools by a 
knowledge-loving people, to select per- 
sons who are usually- incapable of 
training a child, especially when there 
are graduates • from Normal schools 
and colleges who are willing- and anx- 
ious to fulfill the positions. Tills has 


, been the case In most of our large 
! towns, therefore, is it any great wonder 


then, that we are losing our good 
teachers? An ambitious teacher does 
not object to 
teaching 
a 
country 


school for several terms, providing that 
by diligence and patience, he may, fin- 
ally, acquire through merit -and not by 
a "pull" a position worthy oC his ac- 
ceptance. 


Another 
question 
that 
may . be 


brought up in connection with the fore- 
going', is that oE changing the teach- 
ers in our graded schools.) There are 
some teachers who are, figuratively1 
speaking "married" to the school. These 
teachers ought to resign, or if not 
willing to do this they 'ought to be 
discharged in order to make way for 
others. 
Of course these teachers are 


good teachers, and we 
want 
good 


teachers for our schools, but there are 
others who are just as good, and many 
more who would be 'willing to strive 
to equal and even excel them in this 
line. 
. Trustees give them a chance! Some- 
thing must be done to keep up our rep- 
utation. Will it be necessary to call 
upon our legislature to aid us In doing 
this? Must we pass laws to enforce 
our school directors to engage capa- 
ble teachers, or are these directors not 
learned enough to realize that they are 
standing in the light of our children's 
progress. 


Yes; something must be 'done. "We 


must have teachers,' and good ones 
too.

The action of the Southern Pacific 


is in line with the policy of the, other 
transcontinental roads, who have tor 
the past couple ol% yeard been experi- 
menting with Japanese .labor. In each 
instance the little men from the Orient 
have proven, themselves far inferior 
to the dark skinned Importations from 
far off and sunny Greece. 


The' Japanese have been given a 


thorough trial, both on the Southern 
Pacific road and many of the oth'er 
western roads. But the little man from 
flowery Japan has been weighed in the 
balance, as against his brother from 
Gre"ce and found wanting. They are 
too light for much of the work re- 
quired of section men and are said Toy 
the railroad officials, who have given 
the question considerable study, to be 
inferior in many ways to the Greeks.
